seeking employment is one’ which often 
has disastrous consequences, The convict 
‘of the lowest type regards’ the Siberian | 
: colonist as an inferior, and has a saying 
which describes him as ‘blind for three 
days after birth.” But the colonist has his 
“yevenge, He works the supercilious con-" 
vict-like-a-beast-of-burden,-and-gives-him- 
‘as Aittle rest and’as little food as possible. 
. When wages are demanded, the colonlst 

‘has an original way of satisfying his ta- 
borer. The money {is paid without demur, 
but, before the convict can get clear, he falls 
dead, killed by a bullet from the gun of 
his cruel employer, This method of pay- 
‘ment is sometimes carried out on a large 
scale, It is adopted in the case of vaga- 
bond laborers who, having finished their 
‘Autumn work in the fields, return to the 

' ‘neighboring village to be, paid off. The. 

" wages. are forthcoming, and the laborers 
allowed to depart with their hardly earned 
money. But they have no sooner gone 
thai the peasant farmer assembles his:
